A conductor with a heavy train to 
work, a passenger or freight service man 
with a dozen matters to handle, a waiter 
who has had little rest and is trying to get 
the meals served quickly and a crowded 
dining cac cleared, or a railroad officer 
who has a number of important decisions 
to.make in the face of many interruptions 
——all have moments when it takes re- 
straint not to seem curt and unfriendly. 
John Q. Public has come to know that 
Southern Pacific men and women are 
friendly people, and he also knows we are 
doing an outstanding war job. We can't 
afford to let his good impression of us 
be discounted by an abrupt or cranky 
answer. 


In most cases he only wants to know 
the reasons back of things. It doesn't do 
much good to say, “Well, that’s the rule.” 
Most of us know the good and convincing 
reasons back of the rules and can give 
them if we'll only take an extra half 
minute. 


Sometimes the questions asked seem 
silly and the answers quite obvious. But 
many travelers, especially these days of 
newcomers to railroad service, don’t 
know much about railroads. 


Some can’t understand why more cars 
weren't added to. the train so they could 
get the accommodations they wanted. 
There's 2 limit to the number of cars that 
we can haul in a train and still keep fairly 
close to schedule, and the armed services 
are nééding mote ‘and more cars. ‘It takes

vital war information, but we can explain 
in general terms. 


Our freight service people will recog- 
nize in this critical period the greatest op- 
portunity we have ever had to make 
friends for Southern Pacific. Most ship- 
pers recognize that we have a big job to 
do and are lending every assistance. With 
facilities taxed to the utmost, friendly co- 
operation and friendly relations are prime 
essentials to successful accomplishment 
by shippers and railroaders working to- 
gether. 


Here we are rushed to death handling 
traffic we would have given our eye teeth 
to have had a few years ago! After trying 
with might and main to get people to 
travel by train instead of by motor car, to 
ship by S. P. instead of by truck or by 
other railroads or by steamer, here we are 
getting a lot of customers who may never 
have been on a train before, or whose 
shipments may now be going by rail for 
the first time. We'd like to give these peo- 
ple the best. sample of S.P. service we 
can. But now heavy war traffic may cause 
freight and passenger trains to be late; 
passenger trains are crowded and so our 
customers are apt not to get the quick, 
precise service of normal times. We're go- 
ing to need these people pretty. badly 
when the war is over, so it’s mighty im- 
portant to have them appreciate ‘that all 
of us, individually and collectively, are 
doing a .bang-up job under war condi- 
tions.

TEN THOUSAND OF THEM 


UGUST 28, last, employes of the 
Company's General Offices in San 
Francisco congregated in the court yard 
to honor Southern Pacific men then in the 
uniforms of our nation’s armed forces. A 
beautiful service flag was dedicated, and 
as the silken folds roiled their full length 
to display a single four-foot star embla- 
zoned under the numbers 5299, a rever- 
ent gasp arose from the huge crowd, 
which broke into a spontaneous ovation 
with the realization that so many from 
the railroad already had answered the call 
to the Colors. 

Five months later the little dreamed of 
had happened. That large enroflment of 
fighting men from a single organization 
was doubled. By Jan. 15 a total of 9962 
men from SP, and its wholly owned sub- 
sidiary companies, had joined the forces 
of Uncle Sam. By Feb. 1 that number was 
well beyond the 10,000 mark. 

Last month the Bulletin reviewed 
briefly what 85,600 men and women sol- 
diers of transportation are doing on SP’s 
home front. We wish now it were pos-

of those 10,000 railroaders have done, 
and are doing, on the battlefields of the 
world.

have made the supreme sacrifice. 

Yes, our clerks and firemen, yardmen 
and section hands, mechanics and store- 
men, have been in the thick of it from 
the beginning. And what's more, some 
of them wifl enjoy the enviable delight 
of marching triumphantly through the 
strects of Rome, Tokio and Berlin.

BUSINESSMEN, PROFESSORS, BANKERS 
AND CLERKS TURN SECTION HANDS 


COUPLE of months ago the Bulletin 

passed along a well merited bouquet 
to the business men, college professors, 
bankers, grocery clecks, warehousemen, 
public utility employes aad well drillers 
of Davis, California, for their fine spirit 
in coming to the aid of the railroad and 
the war effort during their spare time 
weekends, 

At that time, in response to an appeal 
from Davis agent Sam Brinley, they had 
turned out 100 strong to relieve a serious 
shortage of freighthouse workers at Oak- 
Jand and help clear the accumulated 
loads. 

Now comes another chapter in the 
story, With less pressing need of extra 
help in the sheds, they are turning out 
regularly on Saturdays and Sundays to 
swing picks and shovels and tampers 
along the right of way, to keep the tracks 
in shape for the tremendous volume of 
essential wartime trafic moving over 
them. 

Take it from O. M. Barlow, Western 
division engineer, these Davis men, many 
of ‘them performing white collar jobs 
during the week, are no dilettantes when 
it comes to producing a real day’s work 
in track gangs. Barlow, watching their 


progress from the start, was so enthusi- 
astic over theie performance that he 
passed the word along with a suggestion 
that here, perhaps, was the answer to the 
track worker shortage all over the Pacific 
Lines. Why not appeal to business men 
and others in every town and city where 
more track help is needed, to help win 
the war by turning out Saturdays and 
Sundays for some healthful exercise and 
extra money with which to buy more 
War Bonds or help pay income taxes? 

Meanwhile, at Palo Alto, Agent C. A. 
Stone was getting similar results by ap- 
pealing to Stanford students and local 
merchants. 

The idea of spreading the plan to other 
points on Pacific Lines where weekend 
track labor is needed has now received 
the endorsement of President Mercier 
and all department heads concerned. 
According to a tentative program, the 
plan was to be launched early this month 
with advertising appeals in focat news- 
papers under the direction of local 
agents, so that the regularly employed 
wage earner may know that here is an 
opportunity to devote his spare time to 
making a real and vitally important con- 
tribution toward the winning of the war.

Civiligns :in ‘War Jobs Have 
Vital Role, Says McNutt 


AILROADERS and: others who 

are occupationally deferred from 
service with the armed forces can, and 
should, take a justifiable pride in their 
deferment, Chairman Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt of the War Manpower Commis. 
sion said recently. 

“Occupational deferment usually 
indicates that a man is making a more 
valuable contribution to the war than 
if he were in uniform. Such men 
should remember that our fighting 
men need materials and supplies, 
plenty of them, to carry on their fight. 
. .. Men in these occupations will be 
kept there. until changing circum- 
stances, such as the training of suit- 
able replacements, make it advisable 
to induct them into the armed forces.”

“Return on 1942. Income Must Be 


“Filed by March Deadline 


IVEN though Congress is now consid- 

ering a new Federal income tax law, 
railroad employes are warned that noth: 
ing has been enacted cancelling any pro- 
Visions of the existing Jaw, and that it is 
absolutely necessary to file a return on 
1942 income prior to March 15, together 
with remittance for at least one-fourth of 
the total tax due, or incur a severe pen- 
alty for failure to do so. “Congress is ex- 
pected to enact pay-as-you-go personal 
income tax legislation in some form at 
an early date,” states H. B. Harding, SP 
tax commissioner. “Just what form that 
legislation will take cannot be forecast 
at this time, but it is altogether improb- 
able that 1942 taxes will be wiped out. 
Every taxpayer can be sure that any legis- 
Jation cnacted by Congress establishing 
@ pay-as-you-go tax plan will afford full 
protection to and consideration of the 
interests of all taxpayers who file their 
return and pay the first instaliment on or 
before March 15, 1943."

Herb Rei- 
ner and Walter Lampson, both members 
of the SP Club with years of rifle experi 
ence, have been approved by the NRA as 
chief instructor and assistant, respec- 
tively, Other members of the club's rifle 
team will act as instructors, all being 
competent marksmen as well as coaches.

Instruction methods and equipment 
used by. the classes follow closely those 
recommended by the NRA for ail of the 
Small Arths Firing Schools throughout 
the country and are in line with the train- 
ing methods of the Army and Marine. 

Military type .22 caliber rifles are 
used, and the ammunition has been re- 


leased by the government.

A former school teacher and practical 
nurse, Mrs. Warren is one of the grow- 
ing army of women who are vacating the 
customary walks of life to help relieve 
the manpower shortage on SP resulting 
from the transfer ef mare than 10,000 
men thus far to the armed forces.

Twelve Months’ Operating Resulis 


OR the twelve months ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1942, Railway Operating Rev- 

enues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to, $472,748,816, or 
$174,962,490 more than the revenues for 
the same 1941 period; a 59% increase. 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $272,622,674, or 
$68,637,047 more than the expenses for 
the same 1941 period; a 34% increase. 

Federal taxes, including $52,326,929 
for Federal income taxes, amounted to 
$65,309,762, and other railway tax accru- 
als to $11,535,233; a total of $76,844,- 
995, or $55,416,070 more than such ac- 
cruals for the year 1941. After deducting 
taxes and $20,779,337 of net rentals for 
use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $102,501,810, or $45,064,509 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for the year 1941, 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest on bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
eleven months ending November 30, 
1942, the final result was a Net Income 
of $68,798,336, compared with $33,995,- 
901 for same period of 1941.

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BE KIND TO THAT TYPEWRITER, FOLKS, 
"CAUSE THEY’RE HARD TO GET 


AYBE you think it's a tough job 

trying to get a pound of coffee or a 
slab of beefsteak these days, but until 
you've ttied to unearth a typewriter you 
don’t know what “'scarcity” really means, 
And that goes for your company. 

The War Production Board has de- 
creed that railroad companies are not 
permitted to buy either new or second 
hand.typewriters from dealers, other than 
machines of a pro-1915 vintage or obso- 
lete ‘types which are no longer manu- 
factured, One exception permits pur- 
chase of a typewriter of any kind from 
an individual owner, but trying to find 
an owner who's willing to sell is like 
trying to find Schickelgruber in a front- 
Jine trench. 

Reason for the typewriter famine is 
two-fold: (1) they're needed badly by 
the armed forces, shipyards and other 
war production industries that mush- 
roomed over night; (2) they're not being 
manufactured for public sale any more. 
The four largest manufacturers are now 
making field soup kitchens, cartridges 
and other implements of war. Only one 
manufacturer is making typewriters and 
his entire output goes to Uncle Sam. 

What this leads up to is: If you don't 
take loving care of your present type- 
writer, how will you do your work when 
it collapses? A field soup kitchen cer- 
tainly won't do the trick, so that means 
you'll use a pen or pencil unless you can 
persuade somebody in your office to let 
you use his typewriter. Unless he’s aw- 
fully weak-minded, it still means you'll 
use a pen or pencil. And writer's cramp 
is no picnic. 

By following ‘a few simple, commona- 
sense rules, however, you shouldn't have 
to worry about. your. typographical fu- 
ture. Here they are: 


Keep your typewriter clean. Once 
a day, if you can, but once a week by all 
means, chase out the dirt with a brush— 
and all the way out, not just into a corner 
where it won't show. Wipe off nickeled 
and other parts with a dry rag at least 
once a week, 

Keep it oiled. See that oil is placed on 
ali parts subject to friction. That means 
all movable parts, Don’t let these parts 
dry out, Materials for oiling and clean- 
ing can be found in the office or obtained 
by requisition. 

Protect it from damage. Place it 
where it isn't likely to be dumped on the 
floor when you fly into action at the first 
sound of the boss’ buzzer. If it's on a 
stand or desk, bolt it down. 

Be on the lookout for unused ma- 
chines. Maybe there's a typewriter in 
your office that isn’t needed; maybe 
there's an old one around the house; 
maybe one of your neighbors has one he 
doesn’t use. If so, get a description of it 
~—the make, number, size of carriage, etc. 
A privately-owned typewriter that can be 
used by our company will probably bring 
its owner the ceiling price. 

There's a fellow in the General Offices 
who gives most of his time to office ma- 
chines. He's getting extremely unpopular, 
he says, because he can’t furnish nice new 
typewriters or even very old ones to 
people who are clamoring for them. And 
his faith in human nature is badly shaken 
when he sees the neglected and broken 
typewriters which come creaking into the 
Duplicating Bureau for repairs, His name 
is C. C. Malloy, supervisor, office equip- 
ment & methods.

WAR BONDS AND TAXES TO 


LICK THE AXIS 


PPROXIMATELY 50,000,000 Amer- 

ican workers began to make an added 

contribution to the war cost last month 
in form of a 5% Victory.tax. 

For many millions of Americans the 
Victory tax and the 1943 income tax are 
the first direct levies made by the gov- 
etnment to mect the staggering war costs. 
The U. S. Treasury Department estimates 
the Victory tax will raise approximately 
$2,000,000,000. 

Every effort has been made to make 
the impact of the new tax as Light as pos- 
sible. The law, in effect, provides that 
in the case of a macried person whose 
sole income is from wages or salary, 40 
per cent of the Victory tax paid (up to a 
maximum of $1,000) plus 2 per cent for 
each dependent (up to a maximum of 
$100) may be used as a credit against 
whatever Federal income taxes the indi- 
vidual may owe at the end of the year— 
provided be has purchased certain War 
Bonds, ot paid old debts or paid life 


El Paso General Shops Set 
High War Bond Mark 


IMPLOYES of the El Paso General 

Shops last month gave the rest of the 
railroad a mark to shoot at when it was 
announced that afl of the 1254 employes 
are investing 11.88 per cent of their 
monthly earnings in War Bonds pur- 
chased through pay roll allotment. 

From the inception of the Pacific 
Lines War Bond drive early last year, 
El Paso Shops was one of the leading 
groups in percentage of employes sub- 
scribing for bonds through pay roll al- 
lotment. As a result of this prompt, 
patriotic response to the nation’s calf to 
join the pay roll plan, and because the 
high standing was maintained through 
energetic follow-up solicitation by their 
live-wire committee, the Shops forces 
were able to turn their attention from 
how many persons had signed up to 
how much was being invested. 

And when they reached 10 per cent 
they kept right on going, because they 
are aware of the soundness of their in- 
vestment and they know that every dol- 
far invested will help shorten the war. 

In establishing this notable record, El 
Paso Shops set an example for-other de- 
partments and divisions of the railroad 
to follow. They. have proven that it CAN 
be done,

insurance premiums equal to the amount 
of this credit. In the case of single per- 
sons this credit will be 25 per cent of 
the Victory tax paid (up to a maximum 
of $500). 

To correct a mistaken notion among 
some individuals that the Victory tax 
xeplaces War Bond purchases, the gov- 
ernment is stressing the fact that it’s 
going to take both—Waer Bonds and 
Taxes—to provide the necessary finances 
to win the war, 

While the majority of Southern Pacific 
employes undoubtedly are aware of this, 
a decline during the past two months in 
the number buying bonds through pay- 
roll allotment indicates there may be 
some who are of a different opinion. 

Last month’s issue of the Bulletin 
showed that 44,173 employes were re- 
ported buying bonds through pay roll 
allotment, representing 74 per cent of 
Pacific Lines’ personnel. This was based 
on reports furnished on-line committecs. 
But unknown to these committees was 
the fact that many employes had can- 
celled their deduction authorizations, 
and when a revised statement was fur- 
nished by the General Auditor on De- 
cember 31 it showed the number buying 
bonds through pay roll allotment had 
dwindled to 38,875, or 65 per cent. 

With only about two-thirds of Pacific 
Lines men and women buying under the 
pay solf plan and the average subscrip- 
tion fess than 4 per cent, this showing 
falls far short of the government’s goal 
of 90 per cent participation by pay roll 
allotment, with each individual investing, 
10 per cent or more in bonds.
